FALL IN. INSURGENTS’ TRA 


Killed in Narrow Defile—Fortify- 
ing Mountain Passes. 


MANILA, July 13.—The insurgents in the 
vicinity of Cayagan, on the Island of Min- 
danao, are becoming so troublesome that 
it may become necessary to augment the 
United States force stationed there by a 
body of troops from some other station. 
The insurgents, numbering, it is estimated, 
1,000 in all, are fortifying the mountain 
passes and otherwise preparing to give bat- 
tle to our soldiers.

William Jennings Bryan assured the com- 


mittee of the Building Trades council during | 


the day that he would keep his promise to 
address the meeting, and, without making a 
positive declaration on the subject, inti- 
mated that he would make a non-political 
address. Colonel Roosevelt has stated clear- 
ly that he would not talk politics, but the 
belief prevails, nevertheless, that both of 
these leaders will touch upon the issues in a 
general way. 

Besides Bryan and Roosevelt the commit - 
tee has secured Adlai E. Stevenson, Samuel 
Alschuler, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Illinois; United Stated Senator WIII- 
iam E. Mason, and Mayor Rose of Milwau- 
kee. Efforts are being made, it is said, to 
secure Richard Yates, Republican candidate 
for Governor, many of the Republican union 
workmen having signified their desire to hear 
him at the same time with Alschuler. 

The prospect of turning the meeting into 
‘a political gathering.“ said a labor leader last 
night, is not enough to alarm anybody, for 
there are as many Republican union work- 
men as there are Democrats this year, and 
they are willing to hear both sides. I know 
that many will be disappointed if Roosevelt 
adheres to his announced intention of mak- 
ing a non-political speech.” ; 

Plan to Reorganize Trades Council. 

The report that a movement was on foot 
to reorganize the Building Trades Council 
in such a manner as to make it acceptable to 
the contractors had its foundation in the 
quiet efforts being put forth in that direc- 
tion by several union men who have hitherto 
refrained from taking a prominent part in 
the struggle.

Glenn Mysteriously Disappears. . 
Several days ago Glenn added to the 
mystery of his conduct by disappearing from 
the city. Inquiry at Glenn's home, 200 La 
Salle avenue, elicited the information he 
was out of the city, his whereabouts being 
unknown. Glenn's wife and child are said to 
be in Fort Wayne, Ind. Mr. Weich has em- 
ployed an accountant to go over Glens 
books, but so far as they have been exam 
ined no irregularity has been found.

EFFECT OF rares ELECTION. 

There have been printed lately numerous 
guesses as to the probable composition 
of the Senate in the next and the succeed- 
ing Congress if Bryan should be elected. 
According to one calculator it is quite 
possible that while the next Senate may not 
have a majority in favor of free silver 
there may be a majority for the “ cur- 
rency reform” measure of the Democrats, 
which is the retirement of the national 
bank notes and the substitution of green- 
backs for them, Were this done the val- 
ume of the greenback circulation would 
be nearly doubled. There would not be 


an increase of the redemption fund, how- 


ever, while there would be a return of 
the fenr entertained a few years ago of 
the ability of the government to redeem 
its demand notes. But while few except 
wildly sanguiné Democrats assert that this 
year’s elections will deprive the Repub- 
licans of their majority in the Senate there 
are those who contend that a Democratic 
victory this year will be more than likely 
to give that party a majority in the Senate 
of 1908. Then that branch of Congress 
would codperate with Mr. Bryan in carry- 
ing out his monetary policy. 
It will require a greater measure of suc- 
cess than the Democrats hope for to give 
them the control of the next Senate either 
to pass a free coinage act or an act for 
the retirement of the national bank notes 
and the substitution of greenbacks for them, 
a proposition which it is not impossible 
might command more votes than the other. 
But it is certain that the election of a 
rotten money President and House of Rep- 
resentatives will exert a most injurious 
influence on the credit and industry of 
the country, even though tlie control of the 


Senate remains with the Republicans. The 


financial and business interests of the 
United States will have to face the fact that 
in 1902 there will have to be still an- 
other fight for a sound monetary standard, 
without which there can be no prosperity, 
and that there will have to be yet another 
fight in 1904. 

This will not be an encouraging pros- 
pect. The wings of enterprise will be 
clipped. The inducement to embark in 


1 new undertakings will be withdrawn. 


Trade expansion will be impossible. All 
save the more reckless men will begin to 
build their Noah's arks, so they may have 
a refuge against the impending deluge. 

The uncertainty as to the outcome of the 
election of 1896 affected, while it lasted, 
the railroad President and the brakeman, 
the largest mercantile concern in the coun- 
try and its most insigufleant employé, 
the Carnegie works and the poorest 
paid man laboring there. If, after hav- 
through an experience like 
that of 1805 and 1896, the voters de- 
clare in favor of a reproduction of the un- 
happy conditions of those years, all sensible 
business-men will prepare at once for the 
worst by taking in sail.

But the main pointremains. He has demon- 
strated that a professional labor leader can 
work if he forces himself to it. By the way, 
it would be interesting to inquire whether in 
doing $80 worth of work in two days Mr. 
Carroll did not violate the union rule which 
forbids a workman from doing more than a 
certain fixed and limited amount of work in 
eight hours. And did Mr. Carroll strictly 
observe the eight-hour rule in making his 
great record? If the strike of the building 
trades was once settled there would doubt- 
less be an immense amount of plastering to 
be done, and if a man working under strict 
union rules can make $15 a day at the work 
it would appear to the disinterested layman 
that the plasterers ought to be greatly inter- 
ested in arranging matters. | 


. POSTAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

That progress in the postal service of 
the United States has kept pace with 
the march of scientific progress and or- 
ganization in general or with the demands 
of the age is a proposition which it might 
not be easy to maintain. Its field has been 
extended over a vast area, the railway 
postal service has been carried to a high 
degree of efficiency, and rural free de- 
livery—an accomplished fact in England 
—is the subject of some peculiarly inter- 
esting experiments. In the main, how- 
ever, it may be questioned whether the 
Postal department has exhibited the enter- 
prise which might naturally be expected. 


It has never made any vigorous and 


sustained effort to establish a postal sav- 
ings bank—an institution which exists in 
almost every other civilized nation. We 
have in this country no domestic parcels 
post, although in Great Britain that serv- 
ice performs at much lower rates a large 
part of the business corresponding to that 
of the express companies here. An inter- 
national parcels post was finally opened 
last October between this country and 


‘Germany, but although this was greeted 
with unanimous approval—except for cer- 


tain private carrying companies—it has 


not been extended with any other first- 
‘class power. 


The pneumatic tube service, 
which is such a means of expedition on 
the other side of the water, is only in an 
early, experimental stage here, and the 
experiments have been conducted under 
such relations with private interests that 
they hare failed to command the confi- 
dence and resources which should belong 
to them. | |

@ERMANY’S MEAT PROBLEM. 


Consul Pitcairn reports that the German 


naval authorities at Kiel have been com- 
pelled to buy Canned and preserved meats in 


foreign markets in order to provision their 


China fleet. German stock raisers and 
packers cannot even supply the home de- 
mand, and they can do nothing toward 
provisioning the German fleet in an 
Yet the Agrarian element in 


ready causing much inconvenience to the 
Commissary department at Kiel, as all 
the available canned meats in the Ger- 
man market have been taken up in an- 


ticipation of the shortage that will follow 


the operation of the law. 

Thus Germany is beginning already to 
experience the ill effects of its unwise 
legislation against American meats. The 
difficulties both of the government and of 
private consumers will be much greater 
when the obnoxious law becomes operative. 
It is impossible for the farmers of Ger- 
many to raise all the cattle and hogs needed 


to feed the nation, and by barring out a 
large proportion of the necessary quota of 


foreign meats they are cutting off the meat 
supply of many citizens. The shortage 
may make prices artificially high, which 
is what the Agrarians want, but it will be 
a hardship to the people in the cities and 
in the end will be injurious to the whole 
country, It will be interesting to see how 
long the people will submit to the law be- 
fore demanding its repeal. — 

The be States can afford to wait 
patiently for the removal of the German 
embargo on its meats. The Chicago pack- 
ers have plenty to do. The federal govern- 
ment has just asked them for bids on the 
furnishing of 1,000,000 pounds of fresh, 
salted, and canned meats for the American 
soldiers in the Philippines and in China. 
They are also shipping hams to the British 


| soldiers in south Africa. They are supply- 


ing a steady demand at Cape Nome and 
the Klondike, in addition to their ordinary 
home and foreign trade. This country 
not only has an abundance of meats but 


it can always find a market for them. It 
will be sorry to see its German meat trade 


curtailed, but it can afford to wait for 
the obnoxious exclusion law to be repealed, 


because the German consumers will them- 
selves be the greatest sufferers from that 


mistaken measure. 
SUICIDE A POOR REMEDY. 


A carpenter named John Connelly hanged - 


himself the other day in this city because 


he was out of work and had not the money 


to marry’ the woman to whom he had 


long been engaged. Presumably he was 
a union man and his enforced idleness was 
due to the labor troubles, His mode of 


protest against the labor troubles does 
not recommend itself, nor does his method 


of expressing his regard for his fiancée 
command approval. If his idleness had 


become a matter of life and death with 


him, he should have left 


got enough money to marry upon. Hang- 


ing one’s self is a poor remedy either for 


lack of employment or for lack of a wife. 
The worst phase of this weak-fibered car- 


penter’s act is his want of consideration 
for the feelings of the woman to whom 
he had been engaged for three years. 
Suicide is usually cowardly, not only be- 
t is a confession of defeat—a re- 


cause 
treat the presence of the enemy—but 
still more because of the pain and sense 


of disgrace inflicted upon those left be- 
hind. The self-murderer seeks to escape 
from own burdens by doubling them 
and then throwing them upon the backs 


of those who have stood nearest to him 
in life. In most cases it is a woman who 
must carry the heaviest part of the un- 
just load when a man commits suicide, and 
this may be the case even when the man 
is unmarried. Probably Connelly would 
not have taken his own life if he could 


have realized what a base blow he was 


In its last analysis suicide is always 
an act of selfishness. All but the noblest 
natures grow selfish under suffering. The 


In fis the woman he wanted to marry. 


‘victim’s thoughts become concentrated upon 


his own ills, and in his despondency he 


forgets, his duty to his friends, his fam- 


ily, or those otherwise dependent upon 


‘him oF upon the preservation of his good 


name. Nothing can ever make the average 
suicide anything but ignoble. Self-destruc- 
tion is repugnant alike to the fighting spirit 
and to the altruistic spirit of Anglo-Saxon 
civilization.

RUSSIAN EXCESSES IN CHINA. 

It is to be hoped there is some error about 
the shocking stories of Russian brutality at 
Tien Tsin. Unfortunately there is only too 
much cause to fear they are true. Mrs. 
Drew, wife of the British Commissioner of 
Customs at Tien Tsin, and Professor Clif-

peachable witnesses, though their state- 
may possibly have been overcolored 


by the reporters. It would be a relief to ac- 
count for these stories of atrocities in any 


other way than by being forced to accept 


them as truth. | 
It the Crar's soldiers mistreated and 


massacred the Chinese women and tossed 
infants on their bayonets as described, the 


acts cannot be too severely reprobated, 


Though these abominable deeds of murder 
and looting are charged only against the 


Russians, the excesses will be ascribed by 


the Chinese to the allied army as a whole, 
and the danger of wholesale reprisals upon 
the foreigners in Pekin will be increased, 
‘The Chinese are themselves adepts at 


cruelty, but it is disgraceful that they should 


be rivaled in savagery by any portion of 


the army that is fighting for the cause of 
Christian civilization. 
The Russian contingent in China is said 
to be made up of the wildest kind of Cos- 
sacks, who are themselves rather Asiatics 
than Europeans. They are not a part of the 
regular Russian army, but are detached and 
balf-irresponsible bodies, like those of the 
Kurds in Turkey. If the United States were 


to send regiments of Sioux and Apaches to 


fight the Chinese we might fairly expect re- 
sults like those sald to have been perpetrated 
by Russia's Cossacks. The desire for ven- 
geance on account of the bitter fight made by 
the Chinese in defending the city on the 
previous day is not hard to understand, but 
the Russian officers seem to have made no 
attempt to repress the murderous instincts 
ot᷑ their men. 

The episode places the American and 
other civilized soldiers in a difficult position, 
for it puts them in the light of fighting in 
ordet that others may plunder and act like 
savages. This might easily become a seri- 
ous source of weakness in the allied army. 
On every account it is to be hoped the 
charges against the Czar’s soldiers will be 
found to be exaggerated. 


MORE FREE BATHS NEEDED. 

The present hot weather emphasizes the 
pressing need which exists in Chicago for 
the establishment of moré free baths. Last 
week the three baths conducted by the city 
were patronized by 15,324 people and this 
week, with the accompanying torrid weath- 
er, the number will doubtless be much 
larger. During the busy part of the day 
there are often dozens of people in line, and 
many after waiting an hour or more for a 
chance to bathe are forced to go away dis- 
appointed, The city authorities announce 


that the new Robert A. Waller bath in the 


Eighteenth Ward, now under construction, 
will be ready for active work next month, 
and that will somewhat relieve the pressure 
in that district. Every effort should be 
niade to rush it to completion. : 

An appropriation of $10,000 was made by 
the City Council for the construction of a 
public bath in the Northwest section of the 
city, where the necd for such an institution 


is certainly great, but the Controller, owing 
to the present condition of the city finances, 


has decided that the free bath must wait 
until the regular expenses of the city are 
taken care of. It is certainly a pity. that 
the poor people, whose suffering from the 
heat the establishment of the proposed bath 
would greatly relieve, must be left without 
bathing facilities because of a temporary 
tangle in the finances of the city. It would 
seem to be a good, or at least a right, policy 
to cut a little deeper in some other item and 
let the building ofthe free bath go on with- 
out delay. : 

In the meantime, there is always the splen- 
did stretch of Lake Michigan which lies 
along the whole east front of the city. But 
under present regulations it is a crime fora 
small boy to bathe in Lake Michigan any- 
where within the city limits. It would seem 
that either the park boards or the city at 
the expenditure of a few hundred dollars 
might fence off a section of the lake shore, 
within the limits of which men and boys 
might be allowed to go swimming to their 
hearts’ content. People whose modesty is 
easily shocked might be notified of the loca- 
tion of this swimming beach and asked to 
stay out of the neighborhood until, at least, 
the thermometer drops to a reasonable point. 
Some regulations as to swimming in the la 
are doubtless necessary, but it would per- 
haps be worth while to shock a few prudes if 
by so doing hundreds of people might be 
made more comfortable. 3 


PLANS OF ALABAMA DEMOCRATS. 

The newly elected Alabama Legislature 
is going to submit to the popular vote a 
proposition to have a constitutional conven- 
tiom to amend the organic law. so that it 
shall deprive of the ballot the mass of the 
colored voters. As a matter of fact, they 
have done little voting for many years. 
There were in 1890 824,000 adult males in the 
State of whom 140,000 were blacks. The 
total vote cast in 1896 was but 194,500. But 
while the negroes have not been allowed to 
vote, the Democrats in one or two Congres- 
sional districts have often put them down as 
voting for Democratic Congressmen in order 
to make out a majority against their Repub- 
lican or Populist opponents. Tricks like 
this cannot be played so easily when the 
colored men cannot vote under the 
constitution. 

The intention is to disfranchise, asin South 
Carolina, Louisiana, Mississippi, and North 
Carolina, all colored men who cannot read 
and write, while leaving unimpaired the 
right to the ballot of all illiterate whites. 
There are a number of them in Alabama, for 
the percentage of illiteracy among the 
whites over 10 years of age was nearly 25 
per cent ten years ago. As might be ex- 
pected it was higher among the blacks. 
There is no doubt that this scheme will be 
carried out within a year. Georgia will be 
the next State to follow suit. The Virginia 
Democrats are talking of calling a conven- 
tion to get rid of the colored vote in their 
State. | 

Within a few years there will be 
dozen or more Southern States, each With a 
large colored population, which gives it Rep- 
resentatives and Presidential Electors, but 
which is unable to participate in the election 
of either. 
States will exercise an excessive and unjust 
amonnt of political power. They will fare 
better in that respect than they did before 
the abolition of slavery, when they got rep- 
resentation for their slaves on the three- 
fifths basis. 

It must be admitted, in the light of the 
experience of the last third of a century, that

There has recently come from Brentano’s a 


rather noteworthy novel by Mr. A. J. Daweon 


entitled Daniel Whyte.” It is a story of 
struggle against unfair odds. Its hero, Daniel 
Whyte, is left to the care of an austere, 
sanctimonious grandfather, who chills all 
boyish enthusiasm by rules mistakenly sup- 
posed to be laid down in the book,“ and 
liberally supplemented by the rod. The 
love of God for small boys,“ says the au- 
_thor,” was a thing less frequently referred 
to than was the wrath of God and the mar- 


velous completeness of God's arrangements 


for the torture of sinners in the next world.“ 

Unable entirely to break the boy’s spirit 
at home, the old gentleman sends him to an 
academy of the strictest sort. For a year 


or the more sensitive, imaginative lad en- 


dures the tortures of the régime, and is rap- 
idly developing into the most resourceful 
Har and hypocrite in the place when he ts 
caught in some escapade and to avoid pun- 
ishment runs off to sea. After a night and 
a day on the road he is captured and returned 
to his watchful grandparent. The latter, 
acting on the advice of his pastor, decides to 


+ cure the lad of sea notions by sending him 


to sea in good earnest under the harshest 
Captain possible. 
wanton brutality, as practiced in those days 
on board English merchant vessels is a 
harrowing one. 
the second voyage is the result. A good 
picture is drawn of the boom days in 


Melbourne and Sydney and several interior 


towns, and the interest is kept up by the al- 
ternate streaks of good and ill fortune that 


befall the hero, who has developed talent 


as a journalist. Then the story follows Dan- 
fel in his wanderings to New Zealand and 
Samoa, back to London, and from there all 
over the continent and back to the southern 
hemisphere. 
Restless in mind and body, with talent, but 
no fixed purpose, the young man wanders 
about the world like a rudderless boat on 
a squally sea and finds himself stranded, 
penniless, in London again. The closing 
chapters of the book describe his years of 
struggle from the position of an unknown 
„ penny-a-liner in Fleet street to that of 
comparative fame as a novelist. Love af- 
fairs also engross his attention, and an un- 
fortunate marriage with a girl whose whole 
mind and soul were in the possession of her 
spiritual advisors—a woman of high in- 
stincts who was led to live a life of fasting 
and prayer and mortification of the flesh in 
order to gain, as a double end, eternal hap- 
piness for herself and the ultimate regenera- 
tion and salvation of her devoted but scoff- 
ing husband. Supremely unselfish in pur- 
pose, the young wife shortened and finally 
sacrificed her own life and embittered that 
of Daniel by a mistaken idea of duty. These 
are strong chapters, full of deep feeling and 
broad humanity. 

Taken as a whole, the book leaves a variety 
of flavors in the mouth—a little of Dickens, 


a little of Marryat, a little of Kipling, and a 
dash of Corelli in the castigation of certain 


exaggerated types of British religionists. 


But through It all there is the author's own 


individuality and a rugged manliness in his 
hero that holds the interest and sympathy 
of the reader to the end. °

lection. 

Thus the Austrian diplomatic agent at 
Soffa was obiiged the other day to inform 
the Prince that he had been directed by his 
government to press for the settlement of 
a paltry claim of $600 or $700 held by a 


against his Highness for wares sold but not 


paid for. The Prince promised the Austrian 


Envoy to have the matter attended to at 
once. But four days later the haberdasher 
received a letter from the Prince's private 
secretary urging him to accept in lieu of 
payment the title of court haberdasher to 
the Prince of Bulgaria.“ This offer was 
contemptuonsly declined. 

A, well known portrait painter, who was 
commissioned by the Prince to paint a por- 
trait of his dead wife, Princess Marie Louise, 
after clamoring for his money for three 
years, has at length been forced to accept a 
compromise in the shape of 50 per cent of the 
price agreed upon for the picture, and a 
Bulgarian decoration; while one hears of 
duly authenticated stores of musicians em- 
ployed to play at state concerts and state 
banquets given by the Prince, and then 
having their bills of $20 compromised on a 
basis of 60 per cent of the amount originally 
stipulated. In fact, the financial straits of 


the Prince are of such a public character 


that he is unable to get any more credit 
either at home or abroad. 

Nor is it only his own purse and that of his 
mother, the aged Princess Clementine of 
Coburg, which he has exhausted. He has 
likewise bankrupted the Bulgarian Treasury 
all through his insane desire to posture as 
a full-fledged monarch, and to run his 
pinchbeck court on the same magnificent 
scale as those of Vienna, Berlin, or St. 
Petersburg. 

I may add that he is not the only Balkan 
ruler who is hard pressed for money. The 
Prince of Montenegro and the King of Servia 
are in the same fix, with this difference, that 
the Servians and Montenegrins are still 
willing to pay taxes, whereas the Bulgarians 
refuse to do so any longer. | : 

— 

Apropos of the King of Servia I may men- 
tion that not only has the Cabinet resigned 
in token of its disapproval of the marriage 
of the King, but likewise all the officers of 
his household, his private secretary, and in 
fact his entire household, the most serious 
defection being undoubtedly that of the 
King’s cousin, Colonel Constantinoviteh, 
the commander of the Royal Body Guard, 
and the one trustworthy and honorable man 
in the entourage of the young King, the 
only one indeed on whose loyalty he could 


absolutely rely. 


Colonel Constantinovitch was formerly 


| engaged to marry his first cousin, Queen 


Nathalie, to whom he was devotedly at- 
tached. She jilted him, however, to marry 
Milan, and jilted him, too, on the eve of the 
date appointed for their wedding day. In 
spite of this he always remained her friend, 
and when she left Servia took it upon himself 
for her sake to act as a sort of protector and 
guardian of her only child, His loss to the 
young King is irreparable. 


The Kaiser has just bought the Kinkler 
villa at Bonn to serve as a residence for the 
Crown Prince during his studies at the Bonn 
University, which are to begin next Easter.

‘JUST RETURNED FROM CHINA. 


American Missionary Tells of Thrilling 
Experiences in the Flowery 
. Kingdom. 


Mrs. M. L. Barrow, a Methodist missionary 
stationed in the Shantung district, which 
has been a hotbed of the Boxer troubles, ar- 
rived in Chicago from the West yesterday 
accompanied by her little girl, and is stop- 
ping with friends on the South Side. She 
left her station on June 7 to go to Shanghal, 
and the story of her journey of over 300 
miles down the country in carts among a 
hostile people, and meeting at times bodies 
of Chinese soldiers on their way to Pekin, is 
a thrilling one. 

She was accompanied by Dr. King, a 
Southern Baptist missionary, and another 
woman missionary of the Methodist Church, 
and the journey occupied over three weeks. 
At no time did they suffer personal violence, 
but there were occasions when it seemed as 
though they were certain to fall victims to 
the fanatic hatred of the inhabitants. The 
Chinese soldiers they met on the road made 
no attempts to molest the travelers, but 
their hostile manner and jeers made the 
missionaries exceedingly apprehensive. 
Mrs. Barrows has been stationed at the 
Shantung mission for nearly eight years.
